U. S. TO BORROW 
MANY MILLIONS 


Morgenthau 
To 
Finance 


Expected 
Deficit 
For 


Next Year 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—(UP) 
—Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau Jr., announced today 
that the government will borrow 
$700,000,000 of “new money” Sept. 
15. It will be the New Deal’s first 
move to finance any expected de­ 
ficit of $4,000,000,000 for the 1939 
fiscal year. 
Observers detected in 
the 
an­ 
nouncement some apprehension on 
the part of this government of the 
critical international situation and 
the threat of war in Europe. 
The borrowing is $200,000,000 
more than experts generally ex­ 
pected, and it will boost the treas­ 
ury's working balance— the amount 
available for ordinary expenses— 
far beyond the requirements 
of 
the present calendar year. 
Although Morgenthau 
denied 
that the foreign situation was a 
prime factor in determining 
the 
amount of the borrowing, he said 
that “everything was considered.” 
The excess over the necessary re­ 
quirements was regarded signifi­ 
cant, however, and financial 
ex­ 
perts considered the move a na­ 
tural precaution in view of the 
fact that money m arkets always 
are severely shaken by outbreaks 
of hostilities. 
The borrowing will have three 
major effects on the financial 
structure of the government and 
on banks: 
1. The 
government’s available 
cash will be increased to near the 
record of 
$2,355,000,000 
reached 
last April when $1,400,000,000 of 
Inactive gold was deaterilized. 
2. The public debt will pass the 
$38,000,000,000 mark for the first 
time in the nation’s history, and be 
about $38,300,000,000. 
3. Excess reserves in banks will 
be reduced by 
$700,000,000 
im­ 
mediately, but later, as the money 
circulates through business chan­ 
nels and returns to the banks, they 
probably will increase to an all- 
time record high.

LONDON, Sept. 8 — (U P) - 
Great Britain’s air raid precau 
tions will become a permanent 
feature of the country’s life, ac 
cording 
to 
Geoffrey 
Lloyd, 36- 
year-old, 
dapper 
anti-air 
chief. 
Lloyd, who is under secretary of 
the Home Office in charge of all 
Britain’s air raid precautions, de 
dared: 
"I want to emphasize that the 
• air raid precautions organization 
has come to stay. It will not fade 
away just because there might be 
improvement in the European sit­ 
uation. It will form a permanent 
part of the defenses of the coun­ 
try.” 
The A.R.P. 
(air raid precau­ 
tions) organization was launched 
by Sir Samuel Hoare, home secre­ 
tary, early in March soon after the 
crisis over the union of Germany 
and Austria. 
Hoare called for 
1,000,000 civilian volunteers from 
the entire country to act as air 
raid wardens, fire fighters, decon- 
t & m l n & t i o n squads, 
anti-gas 
squads, ambulance 
drivers, 
first 
aid parties and in other capacities 
connected with protection of civil­ 
ians from air onslaughts. 
Membership Reaches 650,000 
Lloyd recently revealed that al­ 
ready 650,000 people have joined 
the A.R.P. 
More than 5,000 in­ 
structional classes on air raid pre­ 
cautions, he said, are being held 
throughout the country. 
The under secretary defined the 
object of the A.R.P. organization 
as the prevention of an attempted 
“knockout” blow against Britain 
in the first few weeks of a war. 
“Since the World War there has 
arisen in the minds of Continental 
soldiers a new theory of warfare,” 
he said. “This theory proceeds on 
the basis that a powerful air force 
might be made the instrument of a 
decisive and speedy victory, if it 
were used with full determination 
and ruthlessness. The calculation 
is that by a series of sledge-ham­ 
mer blows on the vital strategic 
centers arid great cities of another 
country it would be possible to 
produce immediately such a state 
of disorganization, 
panic 
and 
chaos that the attacked country 
would be utterly helpless and com­ 
pletely defeated almost before the 
war had begun." 
Defense Against “Knockout” 
He described the A.R.P. organi­ 
zation as “Britain’s answer to the 
‘knockout’ blow." 
Lloyd has completed a series of 
visits to A.R.P. centers throughout 
Britain, in which he saw person­ 
ally the effects made by various 
cities to protect themselves against 
air attacks. 
Among the latest devices now

Liquid Securities Market — July was 


marked by a very active tide of stock and 


bond flotations, all readily absorbed by 


investors.

business confidence and a 
flow of 
money into industry for enlarged opera­ 
tions. 
Net Government Contribution— This is 
the amount of money the Government ac 
tually is expending on recovery, above the 
sums it takes iii through taxes and other 
revenues.

IN MANY of the inquiries I re­ 
ceive, as well as in discussions 
with people on the subject of sick­ 
ness and health, I discern an atti­ 
tude of mind which is a sort of be­ 
lief in magic. 
I realize these peo­ 
ple would be very much surprised 
at this and would probably resent 
it if it were announced to them 
bluntly, but at least there is a lack 
of understanding of the funda­ 
mental principles on which treat­ 
ment in modern medicine is based. 
The modern scientific physician 
judges the problem of a sick per­ 
son. not. by rule of thumb, not bv 
empiricism, and not by applying 
some dogma set down in a text­ 
book, but by applying the princi­ 
ple.! of anatom y, physiology, path­ 
ology and bacteriology 
Our knowledge in these depart­ 
ments is today wonderfully com­ 
plete. 
There are, it is true, some 
fields of the unknown, but for

a time in the world’s history when 
such a large body of intricate and 
dependable information was avail­ 
able. 
I am going to try, in the articles 
during the next week or two, to 
give my readers this viewpoint and 
to state in simple language the 
fundam ental conceptions of mod­ 
ern medicine. 
In following this, I 
believe th a t the reader will gain a 
far clearer conception of what he 
really w ants to know from his doc­ 
tor. 
First, let us get a general philo­ 
sophic view of man so far as his 
body is in relation to his universe. 
He is an animal differing only in 
inventiveness, mental resource and 
adaptability, from other animals. 
The human organism is adapted 
to the use of the other products 
of the earth to furnish him energy 
through the functions of digestion, 
respiration, circulation and m etab­ 


olism. 
It Is adapted also to the 
reproduction of its own kind. 
It is adapted as no other animal's 
is, to long-range planning, to dis­ 
covering the secrets of the uni­ 
verse, to turning them to its own 
uses, to living life by reason—in 
short, to what we call thinking. 
On all of these levels the body is 
liable to get into trouble. 
All over the world enemies lie in 
wait 
for 
it—themselves 
uncon­ 
sciously preying on it in the never 
ending 
struggle 
for 
existence 
Germs, 
parasites, 
poisons, 
heat, 
cold, fire, automobiles, poor and 
deficient food, are among the tan­ 
gible 
forces 
that 
are 
arrayed 
against the smooth workings of 
that wonderful mechanism. 
The very processes of repro­ 
duction 
themselves 
may 
turn 
against it. 
Ambition may carry a man to 
the sky and then fling him crushed 
and formless to the earth. 
Furtherm ore, 
these 
wonderful 
processes wear down in the course 
of time. 
A hundred years from 
now there will scarcely be a score 
of the present inhabitants of the 
earth carrying on at all. 
Pro­ 
fessor Pearl gives a hundred years 
as the upper limit of the span of 
human life. 
All will have ceased 
functioning through some inherent 
degeneration 
of the organs. 
In 
some, the hereditary nature of the 
m aterial will have hastened this, 
so, quite unfairly but quite re­ 
morselessly, they will have been 
carried off long before the others. 
To oppose these processes, med­ 
ical science has devised many suc­ 
cessful schemes. 
Sometimes all it 
can do is stave off the inevitable. 
Sometimes it fails completely. But 
there is no magic.
